TECHNIQUE 
TOOTH 
BRUSH . 

By Marion Morton. 


WE are supposed to learn 
howto wield an effec- 
tive toothbrush in nursery 
days, but I doubt if many of 


‘us learn to do so really ade- 


quately. For perfectly clean 
enerally healthy 
teeth, and how many of us 
can flatter ourselves that 
the. condition of our teeth 
leaves nothing to be de- 
sired? 


Anyway, we all seem to Ygse 
them, sooner or later, and o 
dentists tell us that if we 
cleaned them properly and gave 
them the thoughtful care which 
—heaven knows!—they deserve, 


we could put off the evil day for 
many, many years. 


Even = apparently perfect 
teeth, however, are not always 
all they seem, and should: be 
looked over by a professional 
eye at regular and fairly fre- 
quent intervals. Maybe the 
dentist will find that it is un- 
necessary to do anything to 
them except to give them a 
treatment with his magic little 
circular brush, thereby scaling 
off alt the tartar deposits, and 
making them look pearly white.

Br. between these visits it is 


up to us to carry on the 
good work ourselves, and the 
first thing to do is to see that 
we have all the necessary tools 
for mouth and teeth cleanliness. 


Four toothbrushes are better 
than two—but two are essen- 
tial. One is the ordinary brush 
you use for cleaning the front 
teeth. The second is a much 
smaller one, with longish bris- 
tles, which is tiny enough to get 
into all the crevices at the back 
of the teeth. 7 


It should be worked back- 
wards on the top of the teeth 
and up and down between them. 
It is waste of time to brush 
across them from side to side, 
because you don’t dislodge any 
of the particles of food between 
the crevices in this way. 


When you have finished using 
your two toothbrushes—and, if 
you are really thorough, this 
process will take you three 
whole minutes—your brushes 
should be rinsed, dipped in a 
solution of mouth wash, or 
mild disinfectant, and hung up 
to dry. Soggy bristles which 
are never really allowed to dry 
make very inefficient cleansers.

HEREFORE, you see, if you 
have lots of brushes, used 
alternately, your problem of 
how to dry your brushes solves 
itself.

Tecth ‘stained with nicotine 
‘or other discolourations may 
also be whitened by a little bl- 
carbonate:of soda, gently rub-, 
bed over them upon a piece of 


cotton wool, with a circular }.

This process should be done at 
intervals of about a fortnight

Cleansers which are liable to 
scratch the enamel should never 
be used. Powdered pumice 
stone, for instance, used fre- 
quently, may damage the 
enamel. ', So that if your tecth 
are very discoloured,. your den- 
tist is the man to deal with 
them. :

Foreign Relations 


Jnpan intended to improve rela- 
tlons with Great Britain, and the 
Foreign Minister also expressed the 
hope that relations would be im- 
proved with Sovict Russia, "I am 
sorry that I cannot definitely Bay that 
relations between Japan and other 
Powers are wholly satisfactory," he 
said. “It ls my intention, however, 
to ‘put forth my utmost. efforts 
towards thelr improvement.” 

The Forclyn Minister paid a tribute 
to nations which were taking mea- 
sures friendly towards Japan. He 
elted Powers which had prohibited 
the export of arms to China, and 
were discouraging the supply of war 
funds and recalling thelr military ad- 
visers.

Chinese mobite units are active 
along the Lunghni Railway In the 
vicinity of Mingchuan, 22 miles cast 
of Lanfeng, ond at Kweiteh and 
Liuho, west of Hsuchow, according to 
a military communique, 

The guerillas are reported to be 
destroying the raihvay tracks and 
tearing down the telegraph and tele- 
phone lines. 

Several surprise attacks have been 
made on the Japanese units in these 
areas. —Renter. 


JAPANESE POSITION SHAKEN 


Hankow, June 18. 

Whilst the south bank of the Yang- 
tse River is now cleared of Japanese 
troops, the position of the Jnpanese 
at Aniihg, on the north bank has 
been shaken by the furious Chinese 
counter-attack, declared General 
Chen Cheng, new Chalrman of the 
Hupth Provincial Government, when 
reviewing the war situation nt a press 
conference yesterday. 

Chinese troops, he said, have reach- 
ed the immediate suburbs of the city. 
Between 200 and 300 Japanese troops 
have been slain during engagements 
in the past two days. 

General Chen confirmed the sink- 
sng of a Japonese warship and the 
dignage of another by Chinese aertal 
bombing on June 10, and the recap- 
ture of Chienkinngkow ond Lilushou- 
shan near Anking. 

In central Mnhwei oa Japanese 
column of 6,000 men attacking Shu- 
cheng, about 60 icilometres south- 
west of Hofei, is held up by the 
Chinese in the villuges in the suburbs. 
Owing to the rise of the Hwai River, 
the Japanese unit which recently 
captured. Chengyangkwan has’ not 
made any further progress, But the 
Japanese troops from -Shouhsien, 
Mengtal and Hofel are preparing to 
attack Liuan, important town 60 kilo- 
metres south-west of Hofcel. 


OPERATIONS HAMPERED 


In Honan, General Chen stated, 
Jupanese operations are greatly 
hampered by the flood. The bulic 
of the Dojhara Division at Chung- 
mow on the Lunghail Railway has 
been withdrawn to’ Kaifeng whilst 
the remainder has ‘retired into the 
city. 

The situation at Sincheng station, 
on the Pelping~Hankow Railway, 
about 80 miles south of Chengchow, 
General Chen reported, wos ex- 
tremely critical on June 11 when a 
Japanese unit from Yushih, 45 kilo- 
metres south-west of Kaifeng, forced 
a way fn and damaged tne railway 
bridges and rails. However, Chin- 
ese troops arrived and drove ft away. 

Chinese guerillas are extremely 
active in north Shans! and Sulyuan. 
The Jupanese driving southward 
from Tsingshujho in Sufyuan have 
been halted. The guerillas on. the 
Peiping-Suijyuan Ratlway ance broke 
into the clty of Changping and slew

U.S. New Recovery 
Programme Means 
Credit Inflation 


(By Frank P, 8, Glasscy) 
United Preas Stafl Correspondent 


New York. 


The United States to-day possesses the greatest potentialitics 
for credit inflation in its history. 

This situation was created by the administration’s action in 
lowering bank reserve requirements and in “desterilising” about 
$1,400,000,000 Trensury gold, os part of the latest New Deal 
lending-spending-credit-expansion drive against depression. 

Theo $3,000,000,000 spending-and-Iending campaign, described in 
an carlicr article, is counted on by administration financial advisers 
to provide a prompt antidote against the poisons of declining busi- 


ness. 


The credit expansion phase of the programme Will be supple- 


mentary, and is expected to prove of major importance only when 
—and if—recovery is actually in progress. : 


President Roosevelt's lutest drive 
to spur private business Includes 
drastic monetary measures, The 
combined effects of  destcrilising 
$1,400,000,000 Inactive gold, and the 
reduction of bank reserve = require- 
ments, will probably soon ralse ex- 
cess bunk reserves by $2,150,000,000 
to an all-time record high of $3,880,- 
000,000. 

This total would be far above the 
highest level reached late in 1935 
and early In 1936, when government 
oMcials and leading financiers voiced 
feara of runaway inflation. It would 
provide a potential base for creation 
of as much as $23,000,000,000 in bank 
credit—an amount roughly equivalent 
to 40 per cent. of the estimated aggre- 
wate income of all the people in the 
United States this year, 

The Treasury's Inactive gold fund 
approximated $1,400,000,000 when Jt 
was “destérilised” jn mid-April. It 
was established in December, 1936, 
to protect the nation’s credit struc- 
ture from the huge quantitles of gold 
which were coming to the United 
States from abroad after dollar de- 
valuation, whereby the Treasury 
paid $35 for an ounce of gold instcad 
of $20, ns It had formerly, 

This $1,400,000,000 could be added 
to bank reserves In one, of the fol- 
lowing two ways: 

1, The Treasury could deposit the 
amount with the banka and draw 
against ft to meet government ex- 
penditures, thus creating comparable 
deposits in private accounts. 

2. The Treasury could abandon its 
recent custom of raising $100,000,000 
weekly by the sale of short-term 
notes In order to mect current cx~ 
penses, and Instead could use the 
former inactive gold fund ‘until it Js 
exhausted. 

In Wall Street it Js consldered like- 
ly that the Trensury will employ ao 
combination of both methods, and 
that when the present fiscal year ox~ 
pires on June 30 all of the $1,400,000,- 
000 will have been transferred to the 
excess reserves of the country’s 
banks, 
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The other addition to excess bank 
reserves, calculated ot $750,000,000, 
was cffected by reducing the per- 
centage of reserves required to be 
maintained by commerclul banks to 
virtually the same schedule effective 
prior to May 1, 1936, An incrense 
made ot that Ume established the fol- 
lowlng requirements: : 

Net demand deposits—central Re- 
serve city banks, 26%; Reserve city 
banks, 2053; country banks, 14%. 
The present schedule, adopted April 
15, lowered these rites, respectively, 
to 22%5r, 17% G%, 12% and 5%. 

The result of this move was that 
about $750,000,000 was added to the 
excess reserves of the nation's banks, 
which then stood at $1,790,000,000. 
The absorption of the $1,400,000,000 
desterilised gold would bring the 
excess resorves total to $3,880,000,- 
000, the figure mentioned above. 

Not only did this step Hft excess 
bank reserves to a record high, out 
by tt the government also abandoned 
the means of contrql over possible 
eredit expansion which {t formerly 
Possessed, since with $3,880,000,000 
of excess reserves the Reserve banks 
could scll out their holdings of $2,- 
560,000,000 in government securities 
and still have huge excess reserves. 

Financial experts are agreed that 
this is the greatest eredit-expansion 
gesture ever made in this country, 
Bankers pointed out, however, that 
the mere existence of excess reserves 
docs not result in the expansion of 
banie credit unless business men seck 
fo borrow from their banks, new se~ 
curities are flonted in the capital 
market, and general business is ob- 
viously on n steady up-grade. 

These conditions do not obtain at 
present, und unill they do, the vast 
storchouse of excess reserves will 
probably remain idle. If, however, 
the Roosevelt spending pollcy suc- 
ceeds in its object; if business and 
industry besin another rapid climb— 
then, economists nssert, there will be 
at hand fuel for the wildest specula- 
tive fires ever to sweep the United 
States.

In China, on the other hand, a 
nation which incidentally “has 
been distinguished for ages on 
account of her consistent ad- 
herence to the doctrines of 
peace, pastimes involving mimic 
warfare seem never to have 
been much in vogue.

Of course, nowadays the 
tendency of most modern Chi- 
nese parents is to encourage 
physical activity on the part 
of their children; but as 
a general _Yrule, Chinese 
kiddies although precocious 
are less active than western 
youngsters. Invariably, too, 
they are blessed with a lesser 
number of playthings, and con- 
sequently have to resort to such. 
amusements as are played in 
small groups and within a limited 
space. Their games, moreover, 
require little physical effort, and 
consequently cause no interfer- 
ence with the habits of their 
sedate and dignified elders who 
to a considerable extent still en- 
deavour to maintain the vanish- 
ing idealism of old China. 

As every resident of Hong- 
kong knows, hopscotch is by no 
means the only divertisement 
which Chinese boys and girls 
have in common with children in 
other parts of the world.

‘In Japan Paper 


Shangha}, June 17. 


Conaliderable_ interest has been 
ereated {n naval, diplomatt:. and 
shipping circles In Shanghat by a 
cryptic paragraph appearing. in the 
Japanese paper, Shanghai Nippo, 
stating thot tht Yangtse will pro- 
bably be shortly opened to forelgn 
shipping, 


The paragraph runs——"The Japan- 
ese ficet on the Yarigtse has been en- 
gaged in clearlng mines during . the 
past few montbs. The work | haa 
been completed ‘as for’, as Anktng. 
The Japanese naval authorities will 
probably grant permission to steam- 
ers to navigate as far ‘as Aniing.” 


The Japanese authorities appear- 
ed considerably taken aback when 
qucricd concerning the paragraph by 
Reuter, At first they attempted to 
deny that'the paragraph appeared, 
alleging that the translation on which 
Reuter was relying was entirely 
colned since they could assert de=- 
rfinitely that no such report had ap- 
peared. When Reuter produced the 
actual cutting of the paper in Japan- 
ese together with a 4ranslatlon us 
above officially stated,as correct by 
the British naval authoritics and a 
Japanese interpreter,. «the Japanese 
authorities would only remark, “We 
have no comment to make.” 


It is understood that the ‘British 
authorities have not been notified of 
any change In the Japanese attitude 
on the Yangtse;+On the contrary 
thelr continued representations have 
up to the present met with a blanic 
refusal; to open the river.

WALKERS 
PUT BLAME 
ON SPEED 


Speed is the root cause of road 
accidents, according. to ‘the 
Pedestrians’ Association. 

In a memorandum placed before 
the House of Lords Committce on 
Road Accidents, the Association point- 
ed out that in nearly every case where 
a pedestrian was blamed for an accld- 
ent he himself was the victim. 

Mere personal exhortations . to 
motorists to be courtcous was trifling 
with an appalling tragedy. 

The Association considered that the 
30 miles limit was too high for bunt- 
up areas and should be reduced to 
25, and that there should be a 
maximum limit on all roads, other 
than motor-ways from which all other 
trafic was excluded, 

“ RIDICULOUS" PENALTIES 

Penaltics for road offences often 
were ridiculously light. Special tri- 
bunals for these offences should be 
set up.
